Previous to Egypt's entry into the 
f a m i ly of independent nations, while 
she was under British control, the 
United States never had a minister 
on the Nile; W ashington was rep­ 
resented by consular officers only. 
But soon after Egypt 
became in­ 
dependent a m inister plenipotentiary 
was appointed in the person of Dr. 
J. Morton Howell.

mality. He was escorted by a de­ 
tachm ent of the royal body guard, 
and attended by the grand cham ­ 
berlain.

“ Your m ajesty is to be congratu­ 
lated upon the fact th at there have 
been born new ideas and concep­ 
tions of diplomacy within the last 
decade.

East and southeast of the city Ollie 
Lancaster has blocked several hun­ 
dred acres of oil and gas leases and 
is building a rig in the southwest 
quarter of the southeast quarter of 
section 34-4-6 just south of the 
beautiful suburban home of P. A. 
Norris. The well will be spudded 
in Monday and drilling is expected 
to proceed immediately. 
Ollie is laying the cards on the 
table. He must have some help to 
put this thing over. 
He is not a 
rich man, and in fact has sunk his 
entire fortune, 
made 
in the oil 
fields of Texas, in development in 
this county. He .therefore, will need 
some help to drill this well. 
He is not asking for money di­ 
rectly, but he is asking the people 
of Ada to buy some of the leases, 
in order that he may take the 
money and complete the well. He 
believes that every person in Ada 
who has saved any money ought to 
buy a few acres for two reasons:
